Weaning in Sets 


hen our correspondent, Giles E. 
Wright, read Neil McCarthy's description 
of how he weaned foals (THE BLoop- 
Horst of September 22, page 789), he dug 
up his notes on Greenacres Stud Farm, 
called on Dr. R. Scott Jackson to fill in a 
couple of voids, and mailed us the follow- 
ing report. 


In line with remarks by Neil McCarthy 
in The Blood-Horse of September 22, 
Greenacres Stud Farm also considers wean- 
ing a “critical time which should be made 
as easy and safe as possible.” 

Dr. R. Scott Jackson worked out a 
procedure which he brought with him when 
he joined Steve Hammond at Greenacres 
as veterinarian-superintendent in March, 
1954. 

“First, we try to eliminate any feeling 
of strangeness between horses at any age,” 
he said. “Mares which foal in February 
are turned into one paddock, those the 
first part of March into another, and so on. 
These foals and mares are then kept to- 
gether. 

“At weaning time, we handle the mares 
and foals in sets of 4 each. They are 
taken to the barn and stalled separately 
—but so that dam and foal are able to 
see each other through a screened portion 
of the partition. 

“After a day or so, the mares are taken 
away. Some of the foals will nicker for 
a few minutes, but by then they have be- 
come accustomed to the physical separa- 
tion and don’t mind too much. Anyway. 
each can see the other foals with which 
it has been running. 

“Since even early foals run out in the 
mild California climate. they must get 
used to the confinement of a stall, and 
our weaning procedure takes care of this 
phase at this time, too. 

“After the mares are taken away. the 
foals are kept stalled for another day. 
During this period, their halter breaking 
is completed and their feet are trimmed. 
Then they are turned out, still together. 

“The next set comes from the same 
paddock as the first, if there are any left 
there, afterward being turned out with the 
same foals and the same mares with whom 
they have been running. 

“For the first week or so after weaning, 
the mares are checked carefully each day, 
and those needing it are milked.” 


As an experiment, Jackson tried putting 
2 foals to a stall at weaning time. “But 
they got too playful, and by weaning time 
a foal is plenty strong,” he said. “Now it’s 
one foal to a stall.”

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Sub Fleet was assigned 117 pounds on The 
3-YEAR-OLD Blood-Horse Handicap for 3-year-olds. This 
figure represents a compromise with the best and worse form shown 
by Sub Fleet during the year. He started the year by winning an 
allowance race at Keeneland. In the Kentucky Derby Sub Fleet 
ran a race which would have won all but a few Derbys. An early 
lead by Hill Gail of five lengths in the stretch only held off the late 
charge by Sub Fleet. The time was 2:01%. In the Classic Sub Fleet 
finished third, he got a second in the American Derby. In the 
Sheridan Handicap Sub Fleet carried highweight of 123 lbs., won in 
1:34, a fifth of a second off the track record set by 3-year-old Bernwood 
under 116 lbs. His stiff effort in the Kentucky Derby apparently 
sapped him for the remainder of the Spring classics — but his Ken- 
tucky and American Derby efforts and his brilliant Sheridan Handicap 
stamped him as one of the best 3-year-olds of the year. 


Sub Fleet broke the 1% mile Hawthorne track 
4-YEAR-OLD record when he won the Hawthorne Gold Cup 
in 2:00% — four-fifths of a second under the previous mark. He 
won by three lengths, carrying 115 lbs. and giving weight to the 
others. Earlier, in the Equipoise Mile, Ruhe in receipt of three 
pounds, won by a head from Sub Fleet, with Hill Gail third. He won 
the l-mile Cochise Handicap from a good field and then got another 
second, in the Arlington Handicap, to Oil Capitol over a heavy track. 
Smoke Screen, getting 6 lbs. won by a head in the Charles Bidwell 
H. at 1% miles. On The Blood-Horse Handicap for 4-Year-Olds, Sub 
Fleet was weighted at 118 !bs., even with Oil Capitol.

OHIO 
Protests New Track 


The Ohio State Racing Commission last 
week protested to the Kentucky Racing 
Commission the pending construction of a 
new race track in Kentucky, about 10 miles 
from Cincinnati. In a letter dated Septem- 
ber 24, Zolton Gombos, chairman of the 
Ohio body, complained that another race 
track in the Cincinnati area would “depress 
the level of the sport.” 


H. P. Morancy, secretary of the Ken- 
tucky commission, said that Gombos’ letter 
would be answered by commissioner Clar- 
ence Kirchdorfer after consultation with 
chairman Leslie Combs II and other board 
members. 

Harry Reid Jr., of Lexington, promoter 
of the new Kentucky track, said that, since 
his organization already had been given 
fall racing dates and already had bought 
a half-million-dollar piece of land near 
Florence, Ky., his group probably would 
continue with plans unless advised other- 
wise. Contracts for the first moving of 
dirt were to be let on October 15, he said. 

The Ohio commission had had 9 months 
to protest the establishment of a track in 
northern Kentucky. Reid’s intentions 
first were made known in mid-January. 
when he announced that he had formed 
an organization which would ask for a 
racing season near Cincinati. Before the 
Kentucky commission could act on this, 
however, Reid withdrew his request, re- 
organized with new officers and_ stock- 
holders, and in August reopened his plea 
for dates. The commission authorized 37 
days of racing, ending with the opening of 
Keeneland’s fall meeting. 

The new track, which probably will be 
called Latonia, would be operated by the 
Kentucky Jockey Club, Inc. President is 
Matt Winn Williamson. Horace Wade will 
be vice president and general manager, 
and Morancy will be secretary-treasurer. 
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Gombos’ letter of protest: 


The majority of the members of the Ohio State 
Racing Commission are of the opinion that another 
race track in the Cincinnati area could very well 
depress rather than raise the level of the sport of 
horse racing in southern Ohio. 

The Ohio State Racing Commission has worked 
diligently to improve racing in all sections of Ohio. 
We are fearful that the operation of another track 
adjacent to Cincinnati would inevitably result in 
competition between tracks for the limited number 
of dollars available for wagering in the area. Such 
a condition would certainly not advance the best 
interests of horse racing in either Ohio or Ken- 
tucky. 

In addition to the threat of harmful competition, 
another problem is raised by the approval of the 
Kentucky commission of another track in the Cin- 
cinnati area, namely the prospect of saturating the 
locality with too much racing. This is a very 
grave danger, for instead of cultivating a general 
interest in and acceptance of racing, saturation can 
bring with it antagonism towards racing and 
hostility towards all connected with the sport. 

It is our sincere opinion that the Ohio Legislature 
will look upon a Kentucky track, built primarily to 
attract Ohio patrons, as a syphon drawing off 
revenue from Ohio. Such a conclusion would cer- 
tainly prompt the legislature to consider a revision 
of the Horse Racing Act in order to counteract the 
harmful effect this projected Kentucky track is 
bound to have. 

These considerations are called to your attention 
because we of the Ohio State Racing Commission 
feel that, all things considered, it would be injurious 
to all interested in the progress of horse racing in 
Ohio for the Kentucky Racing Commission to 
permit the construction of another track dependent 
upon the metropolitan area of Cincinnati for support. 
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We feel that, as the largest producer of thorough- 
bred race horses, Kentucky should look upon the 
eight thoroughbred race tracks in Ohio as partners 
in an industry. 


Ohio Meeting Set 


The next meeting of the Ohio Thorough- 
bred Horsemen’s Association will be held 
at Beulah Park. Grove City, Ohio, at 1 
a. m. Sunday, October 14. It had been 
announced previously that the assuciation’s 
next meeting would be held in Columbus 
on November 11. There will be a meeting 
on November 11, but it will be held in 
Cincinnati. 


NEW YORK 
Aqueduct Ready by '58 


B. A. Tompkins, head of the administra- 
tive division of the Greater New York 
Association, last week predicted that a 
new Aqueduct would be ready for opera- 
tion in 1958 unless unforseen delays 
develop. 

The New York City Planning Commis- 
sion is scheduled to consider the Aqueduct 
plans at a meeting on October 17. If the 
planning commission gives it approval, the 
plans will be forwarded to the Board of 
Estimate, which is scheduled to consider 
the proposal on November 29. If the 
Board of Estimate gives a favorable deci- 
sion, demolition work can begin on Decem- 
ber 1. 

Tompkins said improvements at Belmont 
Park, includine a giant traffic-control pro- 
gram, would be started as soon as the 
current fall meeting closes on October 17. 
At Belmont the turns on the main track 
will be shortened, and between 100 and 
200 new stalls will be built. The new 
stalls will help replace the stalls which 
will be lost to horsemen during the con- 
struction at Aqueduct. 


Perry, Gerry Elected 


Two new members were elected at the 
September meeting of The Jockey Club— 
W. Haggin Perry, of Middleburg, Va.. 
and Henry A. Gerry, of New York City. 

Perry has bred and raced Thorough- 
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breds on a modest scale for several vears. 
The best horse in his current stable is 
Alanesian. one of the season’s top 2-year- 
old fillies. 

Gerry. a son of Robert L. Gerry. who is 
the second-oldest living member of The 
Jockey Club. operates Aknusti Stud in 
Delhi, N. Y., and races a stable in part- 
nership with his wife. 


CALIFORNIA 


Hearing October 15 


The California Horse Racing Board on 
October 15 will hear Gen. W. W. Kratz’s 
protest of the disqualification of Prince 
Khaled from first place in the Del Mar 
Futurity of September 8. 


Prince Khaled finished first in the rich 
2-year-old race, but was disqualified and 
placed third for interfering with Mr. Sam 
S. on the backstretch. Stewards moved 
Swirling Abbey to first and Mr. Sam S. 
to second. After watching motion pictures 
of the race. General Kratz decided to file a 
formal protest with the board. 

Prince Khaled had placed first in 
1:0844. a world record for 2-year-olds at 
6 furlongs. and General Kratz said it was 
his intention to preserve the record for his 
colt if he could. He thought that jockey 
Johnny Longden, aboard Mr. Sam S., had 
made a “grandstand play” by standing up 
in the irons when a hole through which he 
was trying to move his mount closed up on 
him. 

Mrs. Claire Douglass. board secretary. 
said that all evidence in the case has been 
submitted to the board. The purse and 
trophy have been held up, pending settle- 
ment of General Kratz’s protest. 

The incident was said to be the first at 
Del Mar where a horse was disqualified 
for a foul on the backstretch. 


LOUISIANA 


Blocks Commission 


Civil District Court Judge Paul Chavez 
on September 19 ordered the Louisiana 
State Racing Commission to award running 
dates to Magnolia Park for the spring of 
1957. The ruling was on an appeal of 
the Magnolia Park Racing Association, a 
former trotting organization, whose _peti- 
tion to convert to running races had been 
denied by the racing commission. 

In his first order of the day Judge 
Chavez had suggested a fall meeting which 
would open on September 21; but he 
amended this decision when Magnolia 
officials protested that they could not get 
the track ready and bring in horses on 
such short notice. The judge then amend- 
ed his order to include a spring season 
from March 19 through May 11. 

In the same ruling the judge ordered 
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the commission to cancel a permit for 
night racing it hed given the Kenner Rac- 
ing Association. The Kenner group, which 
does not yet own any racing property. had 
been given a meeting beginning March 
19. 

Judge Chavez said that the rac'ng com- 
missioners had “deliberately violated their 
own rules and regulations” in approving 
nighttime flat racing. He added that such 
zn action was “null and void.” 

The Louisiana commission has a rule 
forbidding flat racing at night. Magnolia 
officials themselves had had to amend an 
original petition for night racing before 
Judge Chavez would consider their appeal. 

On September 22 Asst. Att. General 
Michael E. Culligan. acting on behalf of 
the racing commission. filed a motion to 
appeal Judge Chavez’s decision to the 
Supreme Court. Culligan’s action follow- 
ed a unanimous decisivn by the 8-member 
racing commission to make the appeal. 

A similar motion was to be filed by an 
attorney representing the Kenner Racing 
Association. 

Warren M. Simon, Magnolia Park 
‘attcrney, announced that the track would 
proceed with plans to convert the harness- 
racing plant. 


FLORIDA 
Hialeah Suit Thrown Out 


A suit to place Hialeah Park in receiver- 
ship (The Blood-Horse of September 1, 
page 623) on September 15 was dismissed 
by Circuit Court Judge Grady L. Crawford. 

The judge felt that the complaints set 
down in the petition were not substantial 
enough. The plaintiffs, Mr. and Mrs.

had 30 days in which to file an amenc- 
ment. 

The Rosners’ suit, filed against presi- 
dent Eugene Mori, his son Eugene E. Mori, 
and 4 other major stockholders, charged 
Hialeah officials with mismanagement and 
asked that the track be given into receiver- 


ship. The Rosners, who said that they 
owned 2,000 shares of Hialeah stock, also 
asked for a complete audit for the 1956 
season. 

Among the allegations was that Hialeah 
had been loose with bookmakers who had 
handled $4,000,000 inside the track this 


year. 


NEW JERSEY 


Garden State Stakes 


Nine stakes. worth $360.000. $15,000 
more than in 1955, are planned for the 
25-day fall meeting at Garden State Park. 
Heading the list again this year is the 
$100,000-added Garden State Stakes. which 
is expected to have a gross value of 
approximately $275,000. Seven of the 
races carry the same added value as in 
1955. The Vineland Handicap has been 
increased $10,000 and the New Jersey 
Breeders’ Stakes has been upped $5.000.

OBITUARY 


Frank Kearns 


Oct. 31 


Frank Kearns, 64-year-old former trainer | 


for several of the sport’s foremost stables, 


died on September 28 at his home in Forest | 


Hills, N. Y. 

Mr. Kearns’ career in racing began in 
the fall of 1915 when he bought for Mike 
Leonard the 2-year-old filly Belle of the 
Kitchen, for which he paid $50. Kearns 
failed to win with her that year, and at 
the end of the season in the East he took 
her to Havana, where on January 4 she 
made him a winning trainer. 

His first better-than-average horse was 
Spugs, which S. T. Baxter bought as 4 
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yearling in 1919 for $75. Spugs ran until 
he was 11 years old, winning 34 races and 
earning $27,482, and when he was through 
racing the trainer used him as a stable 
pony. Later on, training for Calumet 
Farm. William Helis, Harvey Fruehauf, 
and Woolford Farm, Kearns saddled many 
horses of higher class, among them Bull 
Lea. Larranaga, and Theen. 

This summer, on the advice of physic- 
ians. Mr. Kearns gave up the small public 
stable he was conditioning, and announced 
his retirement. 


William E. Boeing 


William E. Boeing, founder of the air- 
craft company which bears his name and 
a prominent Thoroughbred owner for 
several years. on September 28 died 
aboard his yacht, anchored near his home 
in Seattle. In 3 days he would have 
been 75 years old. 


Born in Detroit in 1881, Mr. Boeiug was 
a graduate of Yale University. He be- 
came interested in aviation early in the 
1900’s, and in 1916 he established the 
Pacific Aero Products Company. The 
firm prospered, and in 1928 its name was 
changed to Boeing Aircraft Company. Mr. 
Boeing was one of the pioneers in 
establishing air-mail routes, organizing in 
1929 the United Aircraft and Transport 
Corporation, the first aviation company to 
handle the shipment of mail and freight 
between North and South America. 


For several years in the early 1930’s 
he was a partner in the operation of a 
moderate stable at West Coast tracks. In 
the spring of 1938 he began to assemble 
a quality stable, buying a group of young 
horses from John Hay Whitney. One of 
those he got was Porter’s Mite, which won 
the Futurity and Champagne Stakes in the 
fall of 1938. In the Futurity the colt set a 
world record of 1:1424 for 61% furlongs. 


In 1941 Boeing bought 2 yearlings which 
became his best performers. From A. B. 
Hancock he got Slide Rule, and at the 
Saratoga sales he got Devil’s Thumb. The 
latter was one of the best 2-year-olds of 
his generation, taking the Hopeful, Grand 
Union Hotel, Saratoga Sales, United States 
Hotel. and Sanford Stakes. Injuries kept 
Devil’s Thumb on the sideline after his 
2-year-old season. Slide Rule won the 
Cowdin Stakes and Babylon Handicap at 2, 
but his best year was at 3, when he 
captured the Arlington Classic. Swift 
Stakes, and the Experimental, Westchester, 
Interborough, Jerome. and Peter Pan 
Handicaps. He since has become a 
successful sire. 

Mr. Boeing operated a breeding farm 
in California in the 1940's, but in 1949 
sold all his Thoroughbred stock. 

Survivors include his wife. a son, Wil- 
liam E. Boeing Jr., 2 stepsons, and 4 
grandchildren. 
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No Hats for Mrs. M. 


Fisherman and Career Boy were to 
leave for Paris from Idlewild airport at 6 
a.m. on Saturday. That much Mrs. Man- 
chester learned on Thursday morning, 
and she was eager to see them depart. 
From 62nd Street East it was said to 
take about an hour to drive to Idlewild; 
but long before 6 o’clock the horses 
would be on the plane, meaning that 
Mrs. Manchester must start by 4:30. Her 
regular car-rental service had no one 
available for such an early trip, and Mrs. 
Manchester disliked the idea of a public 
taxi at 4 a.m., so she went to bed Thurs- 
day night with the sensible decision not 
to go to Idlewild. 

She woke Friday morning full of the 
memory of Fisherman winning the Wash- 
ington, D. C., International, the Queen’s 
colors following at a most respectful dis- 
tance. And there was Career Boy, the 
recent 3-year-old winner of the United 
Nations Handicap, also being sent on this 
heroic mission to face the best that Europe 
could offer. 

Mrs. Manchester went out to do some 
shopping, but Fisherman and Career Boy 
gave unfair competition to the hats she 
was considering. She kept thinking of 
the American horses’ reaction to Long- 
champ, where before going on the track 
they would be led out on the open lawn 
and walked in a circle, crowded on either 
side by a solid mass of people. Perhaps 
they would be protected somehow from the 
strain of such doings. . . . The shopping 
lost its interest. 

One call led to another, until a very 
cordial man in the Idlewild public-rela- 
tions department told her the horses were 
scheduled to be loaded between 4 and 5 
a.m. They were being shipped in a cargo 
plane, of course, and it would be most 
interesting to arrive early enough to see 
the whole procedure. Mrs. Manchester 
should drive to the “cargo area” and ask 
for the “cargo supervisor.” No, the public 
relations office could not give her the 
man’s name, because in this vast 24-hour 
operation the men work in shifts, which 
vary from week to week. She would find 
everyone at the airport to be helpful, and 
she would be welcome there. 

This meant that she must start at 3 a.m. 
She located a reliable car-rental service. 
and somehow, as the conditions had _ be- 
come harder, Mrs. Manchester had_be- 
come more determined. Such all-night 
capers were not in her line — but in this 
case she decided they would be worth it. 

She rose at 2 a.m. There was almost 
no traffic, and she and her driver arrived 
at Idlewild quite a bit before 4 o’clock. 
Lights were blazing everywhere, and there 
was no sense of night. 

It was no trouble to find the cargo 


area or the cargo supervisor. There stood 
the great plane. held aloft by its 3 high 
legs, each shod with a great wheel. Its 
doors were open—a wide door in the 
middle and a smaller one toward the front. 
The horse boxes were in place inside, mail 
and miscellaneous cargo items were being 
checked and loaded. A loading belt was 
carrying bags and boxes up. 


The cargo supervisor had no real infor- 
mation about the horses. No, they would 
not be there for some time, but they 
“might” be in the stable. 

Mrs. Manchester could not imagine any- 
thing like a stable in this endless field. 
She asked, “When we get there, does the 
building look like a stable?” 

“Oh, no, it’s in the garage. Looks 
like a garage,” said the supervisor. 5 

Mrs. Manchester found the “stable” 
without much difficulty, but there were 
no horses there. The garage was exten- 
sive, and at one end a large section was 
given to the care of horses. In it were 
9 or 10 large horse boxes and a quantity 
of hay and straw, water buckets, and all 
kinds of equipment, all of this labeled 
“McCabe.” 

A police officer was the only person 
to be seen in the stable. Mrs. Manchester 
asked if Fisherman and Career Boy were 
expected in this place, but the officer 
never had heard of the horses. He con- 
fided that on Friday afternoon he had 
made the acquaintance of a horse which 
had shipped in from Germany; he didn’t 
know the horse’s name, of course, but he 
had got to know him pretty well. The 


- officer was kind and courteous, and he 


went to a nearby telephone and called 
about 6 different numbers, but no one 
seemed to have any idea about the coming 
and going of horses. Finally he found a 
voice which told him that the horses 
probably would go directly to the air- 
plane. 

Mrs. Manchester was back at the cargo 
area in time to board the airship and to 
see the horses’ boxes, watch more of the 
loading operation, and test the adjust- 
able. upholstered chairs installed for the 
comfort of the 7 persons who were to ac- 
company the horses. There were to be 6 
men from the Whitney stable and Evan 
Shipman, of the Morning Telegraph. 

The hay and straw for the horses 
came riding up to the plane; it was 
piled high on a portable elevator fixed 
to the nose of a small truck. The vehicle 
stopped under the large door in the side 
of the plane, the elevator clicked and 
rose until it stood flush with the floor of 
the interior of the plane, and the hay 
and straw was pulled aboard by the men 
inside. 

A red station wagon drove into the area, 
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CarEER Boy 


swung around, and was parked in an out- 
of-the-way corner; the McCabe sign was 
on the door. The slim and lively man 
who got out, she learned later, was John 
J. McCabe. At once he was inside the 
plane, and there was more activity. 

Later Mrs. Manchester got on the air- 
plane again, and found that the floor of 
each box was covered with a deep footing 
of what one of the men said was a finely 
ground tanbark. The boxes themselves 
were small; the horses would be support- 
ed on either side in case of bumping or 
tipping of the ship. There was a heavy 
pad over one end of each box and ample 
space for the horses to look out. 

A young man with a large camera 
arrived. He worked for the airline and 
supplied pictures to the newspapers; there 
would be no other photographers at this 
hour. His biggest worry, it turned out 
later. was to get the horses in line with 
the great PAA painted on the side of the 
plane. The horses had to be photographed 
in the act of entering the plane. Publicity 
rules the world. Mrs. Manchester thought. 

Then came the horse van. It drew up 
near the plane. McCabe already had his 
big red ramp wheeled into place and 
anchored at the door, and the spaces at 
either side of the ramp were covered by 
fitted-in sections. 

The door of the van was opened, and the 
herses. attended by Frank Wrobel. from 
the Whitney stable. looked out. Career 
Boy was in the box at the far left, Fisher- 
man on the near right, facing each other, 
and Wrobel stood between them. The 
horses were experienced travelers, and 
they did not seem disturbed. Wrobel 
patied Fisherman’s nose proudly and 
affectionately. 

McCabe instructed the van driver in 
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FIisHERMAN, HEDLEY WoopHouseE Up. 


backing and shifting the van, until the 
open door was centered at the end of the 
ramp, where the 2 floors were almost 
flush. He then placed an extra piece 
of flooring across the joining, and all was 
ready. 

The ramp had high sides, and these 
stood just far enough back from the side 
of the van that one not too fat could step 
up. slide through the space, and walk up 
the ramp and enter the plane. Evan 
Shipman had no trouble slipping through 
the narrow opening. 

McCabe had a breathing spell. He turn- 
ed to the young man with.the camera and 
said, “Hey, photographer, what do you 
want?” At once the photographer became 
the all-important person on the scene. He 
wanted Fisherman led out to be photo- 
graphed alone, and then he wished the 2 
horses to be posed together, headed into 
the plane. 

McCabe looked at him with unbelieving 
eyes. “Young man.” he said, not unkindly, 
“we can’t fool around with people. We've 
got herses here to take care of. and they’ve 
got minds of their own.” “Three cheers 
for McCabe.” thought Mrs. Manchester. 

McCabe took Fisherman up the ramp 
and into the plane. The photographer 
climbed to the top of a small truck and 
prepared to grab his best chance. He 
muttered things that Mrs. Manchester 
pretended not to hear. 

Mrs. Manchester stood close to the truck 
and watched the efficient McCabe. She 
also watched the wives and mothers of the 
men who were going with the horses; they 
came bearing extra food, and they all 
looked serious. 

There was a delay now, and everyone 
stood waiting. The cargo supervisor came 
running and talked with McCabe, then 


thoughtfully came to explain to Mrs. Man- 
chester. It was past 6 o’clock, he said, 
“But we can’t do anything until the vet 
gets here to examine the horses. Half of 
these people knew that, but not me.” He 
laughed and went on. 

A nice-looking young man was standing 
at the foot of the ramp. He also was wait- 
ing. but Mrs. Manchester had not noticed 
him before. She went over to speak to him. 

“When is the veterinarian expected?” 
she asked. 

“I’m the vet.” he said, “but we must 
wait for daylight. That’s the law. I have 
to inspect them by daylight.” 

So all stood by and waited, Fisherman 
on the plane and Career Boy in the van. 
It was about 6:45 before there was what 
might be called full visibility. 

McCabe backed Fisherman onto the 
upper end of the ramp; the veterinarian 
examined him, and the photographer 
snapped a picture. Career Boy was examin- 
ed at the lower end of the ramp, and the 
photographer got 2 or 3 shots as the horse 
was walked up into the plane. Only a 
bit of Fisherman had showed over the 
high sides of the ramp, while Career Boy 
loomed large. and Mrs. Manchester told 
the photographer that he might point out 
the contrast in size if he wrote a caption, 
He scribbled in a notebook and thanked 
her. He was new to horses. 

The van moved away, the portable 
elevator and other loading contraptions 
disappeared. The big ramp was moved 
off. The enormous electric generator 
under the nose of the plane had been 
vibrating for some time. At last the 
doors of the plane were closed, the gener- 
ator was withdrawn, and the plane turned 
and headed into the rising sun. It was 
just a little past 7 o’clock. HAIDEE STUART

Ryan had bought the 
land from F. W. Janson last January. but 
after his purchase this summer of a part 
of P. A. B. Widener’s 430-acre Elk Hill 
Farm he no longer had any need for the 
Janson place. 

Doherty said he would put on his new 
farm some of the broodmares he is hand- 
ling for clients and a few which he owns. 
The farm will be managed by Harold 
Snowden, who also manages Doherty’s Stal- 
lion Station. 

Hugh A. Grant. of Bradford, Pa., bought 
from Mr. and Mrs. Howard Reineman the 
remaining portion of their original Crown 
Crest Farm. The sale was handled locally 
by insurance executive Russell Nuzum. 
who said that Grant probably would move 
all of his broodmares to the 372-acre farm. 
Grant’s trotting and Thoroughbred mares 
have been boarded at Henry Knight’s 
Almahurst Farm and at Del Miller’s farm 
at Washington, Pa.

Pharis and X 


The French magazine Courses et Elev- 
age, in an article accounting for the best 
2-year-olds of 1955, gave the breeding of 
Verrieres as by Palestine out of Serre 
Chaude, by X. It reported Ambiax. win- 
ner of the Prix Daru in 1956, as by 
Cranach out of Ambiance. by X. The 
French stud book, in a section called List 
A. includes several other mares by X, but 
it does not go so far as to identiiy this 
ancestor. The X is used. as in algebra, 
to designate an unknown quantity. 


The German Derby of 1949 was won by a 
filly named Asterbluete, which is now at 
the Schlenderhan stud.  Asterbluete’s 
name does not appear in the German stud 
book, though she was known to be out of 
Aster. and all of Aster’s previous foals 
were duly recorded in the registry. Aster- 
bluete had not even an X to designate 
her sire. and she is not registered as a 
Thoroughbred. 

In the United States there is a mare 
called Nerepha, bred in Germany. Un- 
officially, she is known to have the same 
sire as the German Derby winner of 1949, 
and her dam was the Derby winner Nere- 
ide, but, as in the case of Asterbluete. 
her name is not to be found in any stud 
book in the world. 

Behind these mysterious goings-on is 
the story of Pharis and Dr. Josef Pulte. 
without whom there would have been no 
X, no Asterbluete, no Nerepha. The story 
is important because of the confusion it 
has caused and the confusion yet to come. 


Pharis was bred in 1936 by Marcel 


Boussac at his Haras Fresnay-le-Buffard 
in France. His sire was the internation- 
ally influential Pharos. whose get also 
included Nearco, Cameronian (Two Thou- 
sand Guineas and Derby). Firdaussi (St. 
Leger), Fastnet. *Rhodes Scholar. Mary 
Tudor. En Fraude. and other noted horses 
and mares. The dam of Pharis was the 
Clarissimus mare Carissima. a good race 
mare. winner of the Prix Malleret and 
Prix de Minerve. second to Drina in the 
Prix de Diane. third in the Prix Vermeille. 
and fourth in the Poule d’Essai_ des 
Pouliches. Carissima’s daughter Libera- 
tion produced the Ascot Gold Cup and 
Prix du Cadran winner Elpenor. 


Unraced as a 2-year-old, Pharis made an 
unforgettable impression on those who saw 
his 3 triumphs in 3 starts in his 3-year-old 
season. In the Prix Noailles he was last 
entering the straight. but vained an evsv 
victory. In the Prix du Jockey Club he 
ran into interference which for a moment 


‘seemed to have destroyed his chances, but 


in the straightaway he moved to the out- 
side and won by 5 lengths. About 275 
yards from the finish in the Grand Prix 
de Paris he stumbled. At this point 
Tricameron was in front by 5 lengths, but 
Pharis recovered his balance. shot out 
of the pack, passed the leader, and won 
by about 5 lengths. 

This was the last race for the big black 
colt from the Boussac stable; the plans 
to run him against the Two Thousand 
Guineas and Derby winner Blue Peter in 
the English St. Leger had to be canceled 
because of the war. which prevented the 
classic from being run. Pharis began

stud duty at Fresnay-le-Buffard in 1940. 
and before the end of June the Germaii 
army was in control of France. 

Dr. Pulte, as a lieutenant colonel in the 
German army. established an army stud at 
Altefeld and stocked it in a manner which 
offended not only the beaten French but 
also the horsemen and sportsmen of his 
own country. who found no precedent or 
justification for his methods. He took 
horses from the late Joseph E. Widener. 
the late Baron Edouard de Rothschild. 
Baron Maurice de Rothschild, Comte de 
Rivaud. the late Lord Derby. the late 
Maurice Hennessy. the Simon Guthmann 
estate, Jean Stern. Henri Coulon, Mathieu 
Goudchaux. the Aga Khan, and _ others. 
He was reported to have revealed his plans 
for taking Hyperion, Nearco, *Bahram, 
*Mahmoud and other noted English horses 
as soon as the German forces gained 
control across the Channel. 


The Origin of X 


At the top of Pulte’s list in France was 
Pharis. In July of 1940 he attempted to 
force Boussac to sell the horse for what 
the owner considered a ridiculously small 
figure. This technique had worked with 
other owners, and the duly recorded trans- 
fers of ownership, though signed under 
pressure, gave an official basis for trans- 
ferring the horses from the French to the 
German stud_ book. 

Boussac was adamant. He told Pulte 
that Pharis was not for sale at any price; 
and that, if the horse was removed from 
Fresnay-le-Buffard, he would construe the 
action as robbery and would refuse to sign 
any of the certificates necessary for the 
registration of foals got by Pharis in 
Germany.

Thomas Piatt Brookdale Farm 
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despite the vigilance of Baron’ Fred 
d’Osten-Sacken, then manager of Boussac’s 
Thoroughbred interests, Pulte had his men 
seize Pharis and move him to Altefeld, 
where he stood from 1941 until the U. S. 
Army moved into western Germany in the 
spring of 1945. He was the first of the 
Altefeld horses repatriated to France, 
returning in time to be bred to a few 
mares at Fresnay-le-Buffard in that year. 
Baron d’Osten had gone to get the stallion 
as soon as the Allied forces had gained 
control of the area around Altefeld. 

Holding to the warning he had given 
Pulte in 1940, Boussac refused to certify 
the paternity of any of the foals sired by 
Pharis in Germany, and since the war he 
has made it clear that he has no inten- 
tion of changing his mind. The foals got 
by Pharis during his stay at Altefeld are 
illegitimate forever. 

That is the reason for the fact that 
Asterbluete, Nerepha, and others are 
denied admission to Thoroughbred regis- 
try. It explains why, in List A of the 
French stud book, X equals Pharis. 

The situation with regard to Asterbluete 
and Nerepha is in line with the established 
tradition that a foal may not be registered 
until the owner of the stallion has certified 
the breeding. The situation with regard 
to the X in List A is unique in the history 
of Thoroughbred breeding, because Pulte’s 
use of force in appropriating the services 
of Pharis was unique. 

Pulte’s depredations, carried on under 
the authority of the Nazi high command, 
never had the sanction of German horse 
breeders. The Union Club (Jockey Club), 
the Administration for Thoroughbred Rac- 
ing and Breeding, and the Department for 
National Studs and Breeding were opposed 
to his violation of honorable traditions, but 
had no power to restrain his actions. The 
situation was understood well enough in 
France that when Friedrich  Alten- 
burg, head of the administration of Thor- 
oughbred Racing and Breeding, went to 
France in 1946 he was welcomed by horse- 
men and was offered help even by Baron 
Edouard de Rothschild, whose stud virtual- 
ly had been ruined by the commandant of 
Altefeld. 


Accent on Power 


The one crop got by Pharis before the 
war, his foals of 1941, made him the lead- 
ing sire in France in 1944, and he was 
highly successful with his post-war crops, 
again leading the list of sires in 1950, 
1951, and 1952, but during his 5 years in 
Germany he sired nothing of high class 
except the filly Asterbluete. This may 
have been due, in some part, to environ- 
mental differences; the Altefeld stud is at 
a relatively high altitude. During the war 
Pulte occasionally was reminded by French 
horsemen that he could take their horses, 
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the facts pile up 


In turning to past chapters of the

but that he could not take Normandy with 
them. 

Pharis is one of the most massive and 
powerful Thoroughbred stallions in the 
world, heavily muscled. broad and deep 
through the body, strong over the loins, 
with more than ordinary substance in his 
bones and joints. The excellent upper 
line, strong. masculine neck, and high 
carriage of the head tend to give him an 
appearance of great style. The late Count 
de Chambure once described him as “an 
enormous Sheiland pony.” He has a 
tendency toward the bent hocks of the 
Pharos line. 

The offspring of Pharis frequently are 
stamped with his characteristics, particu- 
larly with his style and his physical 
strength, but none of them is quite so 
abnormally powerful as Pharis himself. 
His nearest counterpart in the U. S. is 
*Ardan, which is smaller and shorter and 
has a finer head than his sire, but is in 
seneral a typical example of the power 
and substance Pharis is capable of trans- 
mitting. *Priam II resembles Pharis, but 
is lighter and finer-boned. *Cortil is 


‘nearer the Pharis type. 


The stud record of Pharis, aside from 
his years in Germany, has been highly 
successful, and he is one of the most 
influential sires of his time. Besides lead- 
ing the French sire list in 1944, 1950. 
1951, and 1952, he was the leading sire 
of 2-year-olds in 1943, 1949, 1950, and 


1951. He got 4 French Derby winners, 
*Ardan. Scratch. Auriban; and Philius, 
and the unregistered German Derby win. 
ner Asterbluete. besides numerous otiier 
good ones. His record presumably would 
have been even better. and certainly the 
story would have been less confused. if 
Dr. Pulte had not interrupted his career 
at Fresnay-le-Buffard.

The Story of Devineress 


May I correct Mr. Ivan Stauffer over 
his reference to Devineress in his letter 
headed “The World Record.” in The 
Blood-Horse of July 21? 

As the name suggests, Devineress was 
a filly and not a colt. Her world record 
was not made when she was a 2-year-old, 
but when she was 3. the race in which she 
achieved it being the Belmont Handicap 
at Epsom on June 2, 1933. In this race 
she carried 7 st. 5 lb. (103) and won by 
a head from Dinos, also a 3-year-old, who 
carried the same weight. 

Devineress was trained by Victor Gil- 
pin at Clarehaven, Newmarket, where such 
famous horses as Pretty Polly, Spearmint, 
Spion Kop, Comrade, and Flair were also 
trained. I was a pupil of Victor Gilpin at 
the time Devineress was at Clarehaven and 
knew her well. She was an attractive filly 
of much quality, but of the wire-and-whip- 
cord type, never carrying any spare flesh 
when in training. She pulled very hard, 
and had an elastic, rather bounding ac- 
tion and brilliant speed from the gate, 
but was no more than a useful handicap- 
per. Much of the Epsom 5 furlongs is 
downhill, so times recorded there are not 
comparable to those of flat courses.
